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Confirmation of the report that 
the government is very seriously 
contemplating the purchase of all 
medicinal whisky as a means of 
closing one of the heaviest floods of 
supplies into bootleg channels came 
yesterday from Brig. Gen. Lincoln 
C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, in charge of prohibi- 
tion. At the same time the prohibi- 
tion chieftain indorsed the Celler 
bill, calling for an honest and im- 
partial survey of prohibition and all 
of its collateral issues. 


Another avalanche of prohibition 
debate broke loose in the House, in 
the course of which Representative 

lanton, of Texas, ardent dry, char- 
acterized Baltimore as one of the 
wettest spots in the universe. Blan- 
ton was in excellent form, but he 
was well baited by several of his as- 
sociates and pressed for information 
as to where he secured all of his 
facts. The Texan statesman evaded 
direct replies to some queries, while 
his answers to others added to the 
gayety of the session. 

Gen. Andrews declared that the 
desirability of having the govern- 
ment handle the medicinal stocks of 
liquor is “unquestioned,’ the only 
problem being its practicability. 
That the Treasury is proceeding 
cautiously in the matter, however, 
was indicated when Secretary An- 
drew W. Mellon declined to discuss 
the merits of the plan, contenting 
himself with admitting it has been 
under discussion. He intimated that 
he felt it might be unwise for the 
government to enter the liquor busi- 
ness excepting as a last resort. 


Advantages Outlined. 


Execution of this particular plan, 
Assistant Secretary Andrews ex- 
Plained, would have numerous 
beneficial effects. It would assure 
a proper supply of pure whisky at 
moderate price, lower than at pres- 
ent; remove much whisky from 
bootleg channels and provide at all 
times a definite check on the ac-

No municipality in the country greeis the 
return of the anniversary of the birth of George 
Washington with more enthusiasm than that 
shown by the city of Alexandria, Washington’s 
“home town.’’

A scheme will be launched today 
to make immediately available the 
$600,000 in next year’s budget 
for purchase of park sites in a 
last effort to save Wilson park 
to the people of Congress heights 
for park and playground purposes, 
and prevent its going into the 
hands of real estate operators. 

It is planned to prepare a rider 
to be attacked to some Dill in Con- 
gress which will pass immediately 
diverting the appropriation § for 
next year to immediate availabili- 
ty, thereby providing funds to pur- 
chase the ground. Fred G. Col- 
dren. attorney for the National 
Capitol park commission, will con- 
fer with Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, di- 
rector in charge of public buildings 
and parks, today. 

George R. Wales, United States 
civil service commissioner, and a 
member of the citizens’ advisory 
council, will present the matter be- 
fore the next meeting of the coun. 
cil, and request that some action be 
taken immediately to save the park 
to the people of the section. It was 
Mr. Wales who suggested that the 
rider be prepared. 


Lumber Already On Site. 


The sudden outburst of interest 
and effort is the result of several 
truckloads of lumber being hauled 
and placed on the park yesterday, 
and surveys being made by the 
operators preparatory to beginning 
construction. E. J. Newcomb, of 
the Congress Heights Citizens as- 
sociation, was aroused by the move 
of the operators, and appealed to 
them for an extension of time. The 
yoal estate project is in the hands 
of a syndicate headed by Gold- 
smith & Co., 1405 I street north- 
west. 

In compliance with his request, 
the real estate dealers suspended 
their operations another ten days, 
Mr. Newcomb declared. 

Armed with this concession, he 
applied to Mr. Wales, he said, with 
the result that he suggested the 
rider, and promised his assistance 
at the next meeting of the council. 
He then applied to Mr. Coldren, 
who has arranged the conference 
with Maj. Grant to expedite the 
appropriations, and to purchase the 
park property within the ten days 
remaining.

PARKWAY MEASURE 
TO BE RECONSIDERED 


Rock Creek Bill Turned Back 
for Discussion of Phipps’ 
60-40 Amendment. 


The Senate yesterday reconsider- 
ed its action of Wednesday in’“pass- 
ing the Rock Creek-Potomac park- 
way biil, and ordered it back to its 
place on the calendar. 

Reconsideration came at the in- 
stance of Senator Phipps, of Colo- 
rado, who had an amendment pend- 
ing at the time of the passage of 
the bill providing that the $600,000 
appropriation authorized should be 
borne by the Federal and District 
governments on the 60-40 basis. 
The director of the budget had pre- 
viously disapproved the bill unless 
the appropriation came solely out 
of District revenues. 

As passed by both houses the 
measure provides that the money 
should come out of the District sur- 
plus fund, and the District commis- 
sioners, anticipating this, had set 
$600,000 aside from the remaining 
surplus fund. Senator Phipps is to 
appear before the Senate District 
committee today in connection with 
his amendment, although the bill 
has not been recommitted to com- 
mittee and can be easily passed 
again once the disagreement is com- 
posed.

Ata speed of 16 to 18 miles 
an hour he can pass these lights by 
the time the red or ‘stop’ lights at 
L, and M streets change from red 
to yellow and then to green. The 
distance between K and L atreets 
and other streets north is greater 
than between H and I atreets 
Therefore a speed of 22 miles an 
hour is necessary after passing L 
street, if one is to keep up with 
the light changes without stopping 

“The great majority of Washing- 
ton motorists have taken to the 
traffic lights as a duck to water, but 
there are still a few provincials who 
will not or can not see the lights. 
They will no doubt end their .ca- 
reers in the traffic court or the hos- 
pitals. 

“The coordinated traffic system 
affords a kind of governor or safeiy 
valve on traffic. The red lights 
clip the wings of the speeders, and 
to keep up with the green lights 
without having to stop forces the 
slow driver and the road hog to 
step on the gas or take the conse 
quences.”
